In the Dominion House of Commons 
last week Uriah Wilson called attention 
to the recent case of smallpox Imported 
by the Athenian at Vancouver, and ask¬ 
ed why the passenger* were allowed to 
land. 

Hon. Mr. Fisher stated that the quar¬ 
antine station of the Pacific Coast for 
the liners is at Victoria, the first port 
of cal). No mail report had been, re¬ 
ceived from the quarantine officer yet, 
but by telegraph It had been ascertained 
that there wna no case of smallpox on 
board the vessel when she arrived at 
Victoria, and idie waa given pratiqne in 
the ordinary course. After leaving Vic¬ 
toria the,vessel came under the coasting 
law, and the Dominion health authori¬ 
ties bad no control over her under the 
quarantine regulation*, and nano arriv¬ 
ing at Vaneourec it wn* f oamy that a 
passenger was sick, and he waa taken to 
the Vancouver hospital, where a malig¬ 
nant case of smallpox had developed. In 
the meantime, however* the pasacAgern 
had be^o allowed, to land and proceed 
eastward.
